HAwevcr, the Soviets insist Itrillsh 
and French nuclear missiles, as well 
as American nuclear-armed bomtwrs 
and submarines stationed in Europe, 
t>c Included In any head-count of the 
forces to be reduced. They argue they 
would iKlcft at a stragctic disadvan- 
tage t( only land-based missiles are 
eliminated. ' 

Nitze, 74, mcanwiille briefed 
Schmidt on the VS. negotiating 
posture and heard the German lead- 
er's assessment of his talks with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev In 
Bonn this week. 

Earlier in the day. West German 
Foreign Minister Hans Dietrich 
Genscher said following a meeting 
with Nitze that the Geneva talks could 
"open a new chapter" In the arms 
race and said the Monday opening of 



the arms talks would be a "historic 
date." 

Kvitsligky. 45. said Moscow has 



adopted *'an honest and conslcuctlve 
approach" towards' the ne^tlallbns 
and would aim for "radical reductions 
In medium-range nuclear arms In 
Europe. 

"If our partners in the talks display 
willingness to agree on the compete 
renunciation by iMlh sides — the West 
and the East — of all types of 
medium-range nuclear arms in 
Europe, the Soviet Union . . . will 
concur." Kvitsinskysaid. 

Ttie United States currently has no 
Intermediate-range missiles in 
Europe and the deployment of the S72 
Cruise and Pershing II missiles, 
scheduled to start at the end of 1983, 
was meant to cotmter the Soviet 
missiles already In place.

Illegal aliens, census confidentiality top issues 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court returns fo thelwnch 
Monday ready to hear debates on 
three major cases that will test presi-. 
dentlal immunity, the rights of Illegal 
aliens and the confidentiality of'the. 
census. 

Shortly after getting down to busi- 
ness, the justices will listen to a 
lawyer for Richard Nixon argue that 
the former president has constitu- 
tional Immunity from lawsuits 
stemming from actions he took while 
in office. 

The dispute pits Nixon against 
former Pentagon whlstleblowcr 
Ernest Fitzgerald, who claims he was 
fired by Nixon and his aides In retalia- 
tion for public statements on .cost 
overruns on the C-5A transport. 

It also shapes up as a fight between 
the legislative and judicial branches 
of government since the Reagan ad- 
ministration strongly supports Nixon 
while seven members of Congress 



have filed bipartisan arguments on 
behalf of Fitzgerald. 

On Tuesday, the high court mu^t 
face a politically sensitive case that is 
likely to result in a historic ruling on 
the rights of Illegal aliens la the 
United States. . . 

The oppcal was brought by Texas, 
and several of Its local school dis- 
tricts, which want the Justices to 
uphold a state law allowing districts 
to refuse to provide free puule educa- 
tion for children of undocumented 
aliens. 

Opposing them Is the Mexican* 
American Legal Defense Fund, which 
contends, "At Issue here is the very 

^sls of who wc are as a society .... 

*Thc school house door is also the door 
out of poverty and into full partldpa- 
tlonintblssoclety."' 

Lowrer federal courts have found the 
Texas law unconstllutlonahrAfler lis 
review of the statute, the SIh U.S.

the lowest socio-economic level of 
modern society." 

Oral arguments arc slated for 
Wednesday tn an Important dispute

At Issue Is whether a city can gain 
access to census records in order to 
check their accuracy. 

The dispute stems from widespread 
challenges to the census brought 
mainly by large urban areas. Since 
the level of federal funds targeted for 
a dty or county usually Is tied to Its 
population, the final census tally has 
critical importance for local gov* 
cmments. 

The pending case concerns 
challenges by Essex County. N.J.. and 
the city of Denver. 

The Census Bureau argues that It 
must malntahi strict conndenliallty of 
its records or else citizens will refuse 
to cooperate with the once-ln-a* 
decade nationwide population count.

Fallout shelter craze fades, hut interest sM here

TWIN FALLS - Twentyyears have 
passed since President John F. Ken- 
nedy sparked a national wave of 
preparedness for nuclear attack. 

In 1961, as the communists pre- 
pared id build (he Beriln Wall and 
Russian forces resumed testing of 
atomic vireapons. a handful of Ameri- 
cans scrambled for blueprints (o build 
backyard bunkers; and the " gov- 
ernment- hauled provisions into com- 
munity fallout shelters. 

The national craze gasped its last 
breath years ago. but Cloyce 
.Edwards, the civil-defense director 
for Twin Falls County, s:iys he still 
gets a steady stream of hiqulries 
about protection' against nuclear at- 
tack and other disasters. . 
—Neweomersio itiG county call to ask 
where the public shelters arc. 
Edwards says, and people building 



new homes occasionally Inquire about 
incorporating protection devices 
against radioactive fallout . 

Gone, though, are the days when 
local Welcome Wagon repre- 
sentatives distributed literature about 
fallout shelters. And no longer- do 
civil-defense directors stock the 
basements of blanks,, department 
stores and courthouses with hard 
candy and crackers, which were in- 
tended to help people survive two 
weeks of confinement In the shelters. 

Now, It's assumed that '^elter- 
uscra will provide tbelr own supplies. 

"Some of -the stores and ottKr ■ 
places where we had shelters told us 
they needed the space," Edwards 
says with a shrug. Furthermore, he 
says, goods, repeatedly were stolen 
from some of tbe shelters, and 
monitoring the supplies became too 
costly an undertaking, to perpetuate 
Indeflnllely: 

Noncihelcss. Edwarils sa>^, "i 
think concern has risen bi the last 10 
years. People are looking at the world 



' situation, and they've become more 
awareihat the communists arc build- 
ing up their civil-defense prepara- 
tion." 

Possjbiy bolslcring that claim Is the 
Union of Concerned Scientists' recent 
symposiums, collectively, entitled 
"The Threat ol Nuclear. War." 

Held at more than 150 college 
campuses cariler'thls month — on 
Veterans Day, no less — the sym- 
posiums drew participants ranging 
Irom doctors lo politicians. 

And then, there are the musings of 
humorist Art Buchwald as he tries to 
figure out what President Ronald 
Reagan means when he speaks of . 
"limited nuclear war." 

There's no doubt, says Reld Newby, 
Edwards' Lincoln County coun- 
terpart, that people arc thinking more 
atmut n possible war and how to reactr' 

"The concern Is comhlg back more 
and more."t)ewby sa^. "We're gcl- 
tinR more calls from people who want ' 
to know where tbe faUout shelters 
arc."

Magic Valley residents with Ideas 
about joining a neighbor in a 
backyard shelter built during the era 
of the Cuban missile crisis Apparently 
stand a good chance of being disap- 
pointed. 

Dick High, formerly the civil- 
defense dltcctbr for the city of Twin . 
Falls, remembers that the volume of 
local shelter construction was minor 
around I960, when "survival 
merchants." as Consumer Reports 
magazine called them, offered the 
last word In family preparedness. 
Area real-estate agents and a vetera/i 
Twin-Polls builder also note the ap- 
parent scarcity of such shelters.. 
Those that do exist are not docu- 
mented by the federal government, 
which doesn't recognize facilities ac- 
commodating fewer than 50 persons. 

One of the few shelters in the Twin 
Falls area is owned by Dr. and Mrs. 
Ben Kalz. The KaU. family kept it 
stocked for awhile, but the shelter 
practically is forgollon now. 

"The kids have grown up, ^nd the 



needs are different now," Mrs. Katz 
says. "What was a need, doesn't seem 
to be a need anymore. I think a lot of 
us have decided that it anything 
happens, It happens, and we'll deal 
with it then." 

The family of Dr. B.J. Hawkins, a 
Twin Falls dentist, inherited an un- 
obtrusive fallout shelter upon buying 
a home In the northeast part of town. 
Consisting of a rciitforecd area In the 
basement, the shelter once was 
furnished for use by a member of the 
family. 

'j'My son slept in here for awhile," 
Mrs. Hawkins says with a laugh, "but 
with no windows, he never itnew when 
to get up." 

The sites of public fallout shelters in 
the Magic Valley include such arehi- 
tcctural opposltcs as the College of 
Southern' Idaho and Mammoth Cave. 
A tourist attraction north of Shoshone, 
the cave luuld shelter 8,000 persons, 
according to Newby.

Study: Fix cruise missile role 

WASHINGTON (UPD — The United States must 
develop a firmer' Idea of what role cruise missiles 
should play in Its defense system If there is to be any 
real progress In arms control, a Brookings Institution 
study concluded Saturday. 

The 612-page study, released two days before ^ 
U.S.-Sovlet arms control talks open In Geneva on 
limiting European-based missiles, suggests that in- 
terlocking military, political and diplomatic ques- 
tions posed by cruise missiles will be even less 
manageable than Ihe problems that frustrated earlier 
teams of SALT negotiators. 

President Reagan NHv. IS offered to stop deploy- 
ment of 464 ground-launched cruise missiles and 108 
Pershing II ballistic missiles In Europe If the Soviets 
would dismantle SS-20 and other Intermediatfrrangc 
missiles able to hit any target In Europe. The II.S. 
missiles were due for deployment In 1984, and NATO 
n6w has no missiles In Europe that canhit Soviet soli.

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Partial deal for Marathon 
not considered by Mobil 



COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) r- Mobil ' 
Corp. President William P. 
Tavoulareas testified Saturday that 
his firm wants the Marathon Oil Co. 
only If the deal Includes Marathon's 
rich Texas oilfield. 

Mobil Is' arguing In U.S. District 
Court for a preliminary Injunction to 
block an alleged Illegal and unfair 
"sweetheart" deal between Marathon 
and U.S. Steel Corp., which the oil 
firm based in Flndlay, Ohio, has" 
picked as a "white knight" 
alternative to Mobil. 

Tavoulareas called the Yates field 
In Texas, which Marathon has offered 
to U.S. Steel In order to discourage a 
Mobil takeover, "the most Important 
single property of Marathon." 

He said the nation's No. 2 oil firm 
"will not overbid U.S. Steel. We will 
not bid for 51 percent (of Marathon's 
stock) If the options arc not Inval- 
idated. 

"I do n't, want to bid a price for 
Marathon with Yates and find 11 gone 
the next day," Tavoulareas declared. 

Marathon and U.S. Steel attorneys 
are trying to show that Mobil 
purposely tried to buy Marathon at a 
price far below what Mobil knew 
assets of the firm were worth, simply 
to get control of the Yates field. 

Mobil lawyers contend the 12 Alara- 
thon directors, half of them also 
company executives, want a ,U.S. 
Steel takeover because the nation's 
largest steelmaker Is new to the oil 
business and would maintain the 
current Marathon corporate structure 
andheadquarters. 

James Geler, president of Cincin- 
nati Milllcron Co. and one of the six. 
"outside Marathon directors," 



testified Saturday the board rejected 
Mobil's offer and went with U.S. Steel 
despite demands for special options, 
mainly because U.S. Steel offered 
shareholders a belter deal. 

But under cross-examination by 
Mobil attorneys Geler admitted he 
was unaware U.S. Steel had offered 
Marathon executives a tender offer, 
still at a better price than Mobil's, 
that contained no options, 

Mobil lawyers contend Marathon 
executives want a U.S. Steel takeover 
because the nation's largest 
steelmaker Is new to the oil business 
pnd would maintain the current Mar- 
athon corporate structure an(t head- 
quarters. 

Mobil Is the current high bldder-for 
Marathon, having revised Its original 
offer for 51 percent of Marathon's 
stock from $S.I billion to $6.5 billion. 
That is SI a share more than U.S. Steel 
oTfered for the majority portion. 

But unless Ihe court acts, U.S. Steel 
h^s the option of buying Votes, which 
analysts say may produce 125,000 
barrels of high-quality crude daily for 
the next K years, for J2.8 billion even 
If its takeover bid tails.

(UPI) - A fire set by 
an arsonist engulfed the center of 
Lynn's uttan renewal area Saturday, 
forcing more than GOO people — many 
from- an elderly housing project — 
into the streets. 

!l)amagc estimates ran as high as 
i^o'mfliion. 

•No one was killed in the. inferno 
which officials labeled the worst fire 
in the history of the shoc- 
mannfacturing blue collar city of 
90.000. - 



Ten people, including six 
firefighters, were treated In city hos- 
pitals for smoke Inhalation and minor 
Injuries. 

"It was an incendiary fire," said 
state Fire Marshal Joseph O'Kccrc. 
"These things don't happen by an act 
of God." ■ 

O'Kecte described the blaze os one 
of he most dcstnictlvc In state history. 
The building where the (ire begoa^iis 
uninsured and state arson In- 
vestigators didn't know who - the 
owner was. Under a new arson in- 



vestigation program. O'Kocfcsald the 
state is offering a $1,000 reward for 
information leading to iho arrest and 
conviction of whoever slartpd the 
blaze. 

The blaze came on the 39tb annlvcr- 
sary of one bt ihc nation's u-orst (Ires 
ai Boston's Coconut Grave ntglitdub, 
which claimed the lives of 492 club

The Lynn fire belched dense black 
smoke that could be seen in Boston. 10 
miles to the south. The orange glow of 



flames was visible ncorly four miles 
away. 

Two hundred National Guardsmen 
M-crc called in to patrol the area to 
guard against tooting and keep people 
away from the fire area. 

Hundreds of workers at the gutted 
Benson shoe fpclory and those 
employed by the $194 million urban 
renewal conslnicllflnprDjccl were left 
without Jobs. 

"It looks'like bottibed out Europe." 
said Edvyard Calnan, Lynn's commu- 
nity development director.

IRS diverts tardy parents' refunds 



'I.WASHINGTON (UPI) - Federal 
Income tax refunds of parents known 
to be behind In child support pay- 
■ ments will be diverted by the gov- 
ernment lo the states that have been 
helping provide support for the 
y&ungstcrs. 

. :Under a new federal collection 
pfogram, the Internal Revenue 
Service will receive a computer tape 
lii the "coming week containing the 
nbmcs of 550,000 people from across 
tlje country who are seriously delin- 
qpent in court-ordered child support 
payments to estranged spouses and 
children collecting welfare, 
rrhe electronic list will be used to 
aotomatlcally Intercept next year's 
refunds that those people on the list 
would otherwise receive, an agency 
spokesman said. 

n'he list of people behind in their 
payments Is being provided by state 
wrplfare agencies under orders from . 
Congress and Is the first ma]or IRS 
cflllectlon program not directly linked 
to tax liabilities, an IRS spiritesman 
sflid.. . 

:Up'.to now the IRS could only assess 
child support payments with a court 



order specific to each Individual case. 

The refunds confiscated by the fed- 
eral government will be sent to the 
states for distribution to welfare 
agencies, reimbursing them for 
payments made under the Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
program In lieu of the court-ordered 
support from the estranged spouse, 

"All taxpayers who have refunds 
reduced because of this will get a 
notice explaining what has hap- 
pened," said IRS spokesman Wilson 
Faddy. 

The average refund of 1980 taxes 
was $658, Fadely said, and Indications 
are that the average child support 
delinquency is larger, meaning most 
refunds Intercepted under the pro- 
gram will be wiped out, not Just 
reduced. 

"Nobody has a choice," Fadely 
said. The program was created by 
Congress this summer within the 
Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act 
as part of Social Security legislation, 

Those people who find their refunds 
have disappeared "will have recourse 
and appeals," Faddy said. But com- 
plaints will have to go lo the stale 



■ agencies and courts that provided tho 
names lo the fedcrol governmenl, not 
to the IRS, he added. 

New York city agencies alone 
submitted 1J.800 names with each 
person owing more than (2,000. The 
New York agencies hope to collect as 
much as $27.6 million In back pay- 
ments next year under the new pro- 
gram. Nationwide, billions of dollars 
In overdue payments could be col- 

■ lected, allhou^ the government has 
made no firm estimate.

Why the arms talks 
may be meaningful 

When U.S. and Soviet negotiators sit down at 
Geneva on Monday to l)egin tlie tedious tallts on . 
limiting nuclear arms, tliey'll have few believers 
waiting in the wings. 

But this time, there may be a different and 
surprising ending. 

Those who have observed previous arms-iimitalion 
taiiis between the two superpowers have been quicic to ■ 
predict this new round wiii produce little in the way of . 
a substantive slowdown of the missile rac e. This view 



is predicated on the fact that Washington and the 
, Kremlin are poles apart on just about everything. 
i Mistrust on the part of both sides also seems to 
preclude a real reduction in the nuclear threat 
hanging over Europe. 

But the atmosphere for these talks will be different 
because of several factors. ' 

First, the United States has set the stage by making 
a bona-fide and sweeping offer for mutual arms 
reduction. In one speech, President Ronald Reagan 
managed to take the offensive. It is now Reagan the 
peacemaker, not Reagan the belligerent. 

Two, the dissent in Western Europe over the 
' nuclear missile issue has reacfied staggering propor- 
tions. And Reagan's speech, for the moment at least, 
has turned that dissent toward the Soviets. 

Three, if the United States and NATO proceed to 
install more than 500 newer and more devastating 
Pershing II and Cruise missiles in Europe, the danger 
to the Soviets increases many times over. 

Four, analysts wonder for how much longer the 
Kremlin can devote the lion's share of its budget to 
defense spending at the expense of its economy. The 
Soviets continue to have one of the worst standards of 
living in the world and continue to fail at becoming 
truly self-sufficient. 

Five, the Kremlin has two major foreign crises on 
its hands that show no signs of abating. Both the 
military intervention in Afghanistan and the unrest in 
Poland are draining Moscow's resources. In addition, 
the Soviets can't afford to forget about the Middle 
East and Africa. 

Six, the Soviets despise China's increasing alliance 
with America. The Chinese are making great strides 
in modernizing and in beefing up their economy, 
defense and technology. To the Russians, China is still 
the most formidable threat on the Eastern front. 

There are two other factors that will pressure the 
Russians to come to Geneva prepared to engage in 
matters of substance. One is the^comraitment by 
Reagan for a' massive upgrading of America's 
military, already under way. 

In addition, American negotiators learned the hard 
way during SALT I and SALT II just how worthless 
arms agreements are without meaningful verifica- 
tion. This time around, the United States apparently ^ 
is prepared to say : no verification, no deal. 

There is one more important point central.to these 
,^ talks. This could be the last opportunity for aging 
Siivrerpremler Leonid Brezhnev to produce a historic 
agreement. If Brezhnev dies before any agreement is 
reached, a power struggle within the Kremlin would 
have ominous repercussions for both nations. 

To say there is much at stake at Geneva is an 
understatement. But the fact that talks will have 
started again is encouraging to all sides. It may be 
months or years before the end result is known, but 
— progress here must be measured in terms of inches.

Reagan didn't veto the spending bill 
until Monday, Nov. 23. This, however, 
was not part of the script, so no one 
paid any attention. 

The mall was plclced up and deliv- 
ered, those air traffic controllers who 
still control continued to direct air 
traffic, and the Air Force continued 
Its preparations for the bombing of 
Egypt. 

On Monday Reagan went on televi- 
sion, said he had vetoed the bill, and

Er:esident manages to land on his feet

WASHINGTON ~ The tide of events 
is constantly changing In (he nation's 
capffal,~and the fatest shift gave 
President Reagan something to be 
thankful for as turkey was served at 
his CaRfomla ranch Thursday. 

As he left Washington for the flight 
west, developments here had put the 
prpsjdcnt back "on lop" for the first 
tlmejln nearly a month. 

He departed In the flush of Tflctory, 
having blown Congress away In the 
weekend budget resolution showdown 
— like Wyatt Earp mowing down the 
. Clanton boys at the 0-K Corral, 
x AndRcagan'searllerstatesmaDlIke 
speech proposing the elimination of 
Soviet and U.S. Intermediate missiles 
- In Europe bad been well received 
everywhere but In Moscow. 

This recovery was-partlcularly 
welcome because it followed the worst 
run of luck the Reagan White House 
has yet experienced. 

In contrast lo his earlier smashing 
successes on Capitol HUl, Reagan's 
second-round package of taxes and 
spending cuts had foundered In Con- 
gress. The appropriations bills wen* 
ding their way through the House and 
Senate threatened to make a 
shambles of his efforts to bold down 
the 1982 federal deficit, 

•The economy, which Reagan is 
trying desperately to resuscitate, had 
saggra 80 badly that It was formally 
pronounced to be In a state of re- 
cession. ... 

The president himself had capped a 
stream of inept comments on foreign 
affairs with a Nov. 10 press confer- 
ence in which he managed to repeat 
most of them alloveragaln. 

And what damage Reagan hadn't 
donis to himself, his aides managed to 
do for him. 
Someone on the White House staff 

(generally believed to be national 
security adviser Richard V. Allen) 
told cbiumnlst Jack Anderson that 
Secretary of State Alexander M. Halg 
Jr. was at the top of Reagan's "dis- 
appointment list." 
That would have gone relatively 

unnoticed, but Halg reacted like a 



man unhinged — telling Anderson he; 
had been suckered by a top White 
House aide (meaning Allen) who had 
been wa^ng a "guerrilla campaign" 
agglnst Halg for many months, and 
causing Reagan also to telephone 
AJiderson with backing fol" HaJg. An- 
derson ended up with a much more 
explosive column, than he'd bad - 
before, and everyone was reminded 
all over again that Reagan couldn't 
seem to handle the longstanding feud 
between Allen and Halg. 

That bizarre episode had hardly 
ended before Budget Director David 
Stockman's Indiscreet rambllngs to 
the Atlantic magazine, alleging that 
"Reaganomlcs" was really Just a 
"Trojan Horse" to deliver a fat tax 
cut to the rich. 

For too many days, Reagan avoided 
coming to grips with that one as well. 
Even after be finally summoned 
Stockman to a "woodshed" session in 
the Oval Office, Reagan ended up 
looking weak for not firing his errant 
budgefeer. 

Then Allen was back on the front 
page once again, this time with an 
incredibly fishv explanation that he 
had "forgotten^' to make any disposi- 
tion of $1,000 in cash pressed upon him 
by friends from a Japanese magazine 
in return for arranging an exclusive 
early Interview with first lady Nancy 
Reagan. 

As the tawdry affair unfolded, It 
turned out Allen had picked up a 
couple of quarti wristwatches In the 
same deal — more like some Arab rug 
merchant than a key White House 
official. 

The Allen mess continues to fester 
- and will continue to do so, at least 
until the Justice Department com- 
pletes Its investigation. 

Some disturbing poll returns came 
up like gathering clouds on the hori- 
zon this past week. A Washington 
Post-ABC 'poll showed that for the 
first time, more Americans (49 per- 
cent) disapprove than approve (45 
percent)_of Reagan's handling of the 
economy. — 

But as Scarlett O'Hara would say, 
Ronnie can think about that tomor- 
row. 

As It is, he's had a good Thanksgiv- 
ing week.

WASHINGTON - Backstairs at the 
White House: 

.The official portrait of Richard 
Nixon,' now banging in the White 
House, Is getting mbced reviews. The 
man portrayed by artist Alexander 
Clayton is a much younger man than 
the beleaguered president who left the 
White House amid the Watergate 
scandal. 

Nixon is pictured sitting at the desk 
In the Oval Office, flanked by the 
American flag and the presidential 
flag. None of the trauma shows. He Is 
not the defeated man who left the 
.,Wblte.House In disgrace. He Is a man 
In command of Ihe country. 

In contrast, the portrait of his wife 
Jfat, by Henriette Wyeth Htird, Is 
•atunnlng In Its expression of a 
pervading sadness. She reflects the 
p'aln'that all must have felt. 

White House curator Clement 
Conger said, "I think It's a very 
satisfactory portrait. It's a recogniz- 
able - portrait. Ves, I like the

. Nixon's painting did not get the 
"place In the Grand Foyer on the sUle 
floor ususally reserved for newcom- 
ers In the official portrait department. 
His portrait replaced Lyndon 
Johnson's on the right side ol the 
doorv-ay lo the East Room. Johnson's 
portrait was moved directly across 
the hall.

Dear lives only a hall hour from his wile and 
six children.

It has been almost to years since Bear, a 
handsome 52 year old with silver hair and blue 
"eyes, was thrown out ol the Mennonlte church 
because he publicly accused Its elders of being 
- hypocrites for calling the 400-ycar-cld faith Ihc 
one true Christian religion. 

Accordingly, under church doctrine, his lami- 
ly was ordered to shun him. To this day, they 
refuse to speak with him or even acknowledge 
his existence. 



"It soon will be 10 ylSars. My oldest son will be 
21 in January and my youngest daughter, who 
was 2 years old. Is 12 now," said Bear. "Some of 
them run when they see. me, My wife runs 
away." 

Two years ago this week. Bear was dramat- 
ieally acquitted of charges he abducled his wife, 
Gale, to whom he still Is legally married. 

Bear admitted accosting her at a farmer's 
market, and dragging her lo his truck, but said 
he' merely wanted to save her from Ihc "re- 
ligious tyranny" of the ultraconservative sect. A 
Cumberland County, Pa., Jury agreed. 

Now, he spends his days alone, working on his 
30O-acrc cabbage and pumpkin farm and living 
In a trailer at the end of a winding, dirt road.

While 88 senators voted "aye" last 
Monday for the emergency mbasure 
funding the government through Dec.

The balding gaunt*looklng 
Cranston, €7, Is fresh from easy re- 
election to a third term last year. 
Running as a liberal in the year of 
Reagan's landslide, he oulpolled the 
former California governor by 200,000 
voles in his district. 

Democratic whip since 1977, 
Cranston has become more public 
since the Democrats became the mi- 
nority party almost a year ago. Al- 
though new to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, he was point 
man in the unsuccessful effort to stop 
the sale AW ACS radar planes to Saudi 
Arabia. 

The well-spoken" Cranston pre- 
viously concentrated on nuts-and- 
bolts legislative work, making few 
enemies.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
■ReaganhasprovcdhcBtlllcanwin the 
big showdown votes In Congress, us- 
ing the skills ot savvy GOP leaders 
and playing on the fears and needs of 
a small band of wavering Democrats. 

"When we get together on our side 
and there are some detections from 
the other side, we can win," said 
House Republican leader Bob Michel 
after holding the loyally o( every 
voting Republican in Reagan's latest 
budget victory. 

In less than a year, Reagan has 
racked up impressive wjns in Con- 
gress from budget battles to tax bills 
to the sale of AW ACS radar planes to 
Saudi Arabia. 

But what has not generally been 



noticed Is that Kcagan also has lost 
his share of battles, some of them on 
key Issues. 

Reagan's tax bill, for instance, was 
changed so many times before 11 
passed that It had Utile resemblance 
to the original — and some of those 
.changes now arc coming back to 
haunt him. 

His original budget resolution con- 
tained" hundreds of compromises, 
many of them made by budget 
director David Stockman in the final 
hours of debate to gain votes from 
both Democrats and Republicans who 
were willing to give a "yes" only if 
their pet project was included er 
protected. 

' On many bills working their way 



through Congress this year. Reagan 
was rebuffed so many times that 
there may be a series of veto fights in 
the coming months. 

The reason that the. losses are not 
noticefl — and that the revised bills 
are considered victories - Is that 
Reagan and his congressional allies 
carefully choose their battles. And 
when they choose to fi^t, they atfopt 
the issue as their own no matter how 
much it might have changed. 

Reagan's wins have 'had a price, 
too. Not only has he made hundreds of 
promises to individual congressmen 
which he will be expected to keep, but 
he has angered GOP friends by plac- 
ing politically damaging demands on 
them. 



Much of the credit for Reagan's 
success should go to Michel . and 
Senate GOP leader Howard Baiter, 
two skillful men >fho know how to 
read their Irpops, how to muster them 
and when to tell Reagan to back away 
from a fight hecan't win. 

If Reagan is (he flashy quarterback 
of the GOP team, Michel and Baker 
are the veteran Interior linemen who 
prevent him from being sacked. 

How long can Reagan, Michel and 
Baker continue to win? 

The answer to that question lies In 
two other questions: 

" How far can GOP loyally be 
stretched? Some Northern Re- 
publicans already have begun to boll 
on some voles and GOP leaders are 



growing weary of Reagan's continual 
demands for budget cuts. 

WillDemocralsstageacomeback 
in the 1982 congressional elections? If 
the GOP gains seats, Reagan's posi- 
tion will be even stronger. If Demo- 
crats gain a few seats, as expected, . 
the election will be considered a draw. 
But if Democrats gain 15, 20 'or more 
seats, the elections will be viewed as a 
repudiation of Reagan, and his con- 
gressional power base probably would 
crumble overnight. 

Al present, one of the major factors 
In holding the loyally ot wavering 
conservative Democrats is fear that 
Reagan Is so popular with the folks 
back home thai they would be hurt by 
opposing him.

Cody celebrates 50th anniversary 



CHICAGO (UPI) - Cardinal John 
P. Cody, the embattled archbishop of 
the biggest Catholic diocese In the 
country, Saturday began celebrating 
the SOlh anniversary of hlsj)rdlnatlon. 

Cody, 73, who was ordained Dec. 8, 
1931, in Rome Is under federal In- 
vestigation for alleged .diversion of as 
much as Si million In tax-exempt 
church funds to a childhood friend. 

His golden jubilee was to continue 
throu^ 'Dec. 13, with tributes. from 
religious and civic leaden, 

The first of the celebrations was a 
Saturday mass with members of 
women's reli^ous orders at Qulgley 
Preparatory, but Ihe bulk of the 
activities were not scheduled to take 



place before next week. 

Two representatives from each ot 
the 444 parishes in the 2.4-milllon 
member archdiocese, leaders ot ma* 
jor Catholic organizations and agen- 
cies, representatives of the 
archdiocese's permanent deacons, 
civil dlgnllaries and members ot the 
chancery staff, were Invited to 
participate al a jubilee mass Dec. 13 
at Holy Name Cathedral. 

Cody began his career as an assis- 
tant rector of the North American 
College and a member of the staff of 
the Vatican's Secretariat of Stale in 
Rome. He returned to his home 
diocese In St. Louis in 1938, where he 
served as secretary to Archbishop 



John Gtcnnon and ' later became 
chancel lor ot the archdiocese. 

Cody was consecrated a bishop on 
July 2, 1947. From St. Louis, where he 
served as auxiliary bishop, he went to 
St. Joseph. Mo., in 1954 as coadjutor. 

Cody went to New Orleans as arch- 
bishop in 1961 and was installed in 
Chicago In 1965.' He was appointed to 
the College of Cardinals In 1967. 

The U.S. attorney's office Is In- 
vestigating Cody for alleged misuse of 
church funds. Federal investigators 
are trying to determine whether he 
diverted as much as SI million to 
lifelong triend, Helen Dolan Wilson, 
'74.

Safety measures can avert death from harsh winter eold 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - Safety 
measures can help to save Americans 
from the 450 deaths from extreme 
cold, predicted lor this winter, the 
Commerce Department said Satur- 
days 

"The secret to avoid becoming a 
cold-related fatality includes planning 
for potential severe winter weather 
coupled with caution once the season 



arrives," said Kichard Hallgren, 
director of the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration's Na- 
tional WoalherServlce.- 

Based on past records, officials 
have predicted 450 cold weather 
deaths this winter. 

. As precautionary moosures'. 
Hallgren advised storing adequate 
food supplios. hcallnR fuel and pro- 



tective clothing in the home, ski lodge 
or-hunting camp in case of a blizzard 
or ice storm. 

Cars ihould bc' winterized with -a 
check of brakes, tires, fuel system, 
lights, windshield wipers, exhaust 
sytems and anti-frecze levels. If 
driving any distance, they should be 
equipped for emergencies with tire 
chains,.a shovel, extra warm clothing, 



blankets or sleeping bags, a first aid 
kit, working flashlight, candles and 
matches and bags of sand or gravel 
for traction on ice and snow^ 

Even with a carload of emergency 
equipment, travelers should be aware 
of other safety precautions, Hallgren 
said, such as avoiding the temptation 
to leave the car and walk to safety. 

"11 could bc your last walk," he 



said. 

"Secondly, conserve the fuel In your 
vehicle's tank," ho said; "Use of the 
heater will be efficient If you run the 
car's engine a bit then turn II off until 
you get cold. Your fuel supply will lost 
longer than If you were to run the- 
engine continuously." 

To prevent carbon monoxide 
poisoning, a window should bc opened 



for fresh air and the exhaust pipe, 
should bc checked against blockage.'' 
Also, Hallgren said, people should' 
move around in the car as much as . 
possible to ipaintnin body heat. 

When outside, one sliould wear thin 
layers of clothing and always wear n - 
hat.lo preserve body heat that escapes 
quickly trom the top of the head.

iTuehlng action of normal water flow 
\i'lU, eventually eliminate the minimal 
J^^^ual contamination." 
'C\pn'D<x. 7, 1960, a resident of a 
^Pittsburgh neighborhood reported 
kUial his tap water smclled of kerosene 

[ll'rtr gasoline. 

\\\\\ An investigation revealed that the 
ii-watcr mains supplying the Pittsburgh 
'i\fldigJiborhoods of Becchvlew and 
*^^(iksvllie and the adjacent town of 
6j;«!n Tree contained a mixture of 



chlordane and various alkyi 
hydrocarbons. 

Chlordane is a strong insecllcide 
used to control tertnitcs, fire ants and 
certain agricultural insect pests. In 
humans, exposure causes reactions in 
the nervous system. Chronic exposure 
has caused liver cancer In some 
laboratory animals, the CDC said. 

"An extensive search for the source 
of contamination suggested that the 
insecticide had been deliberately in- 
jected Into the system through a 
stopcock Intended to provide access 
for testing devices," the CDC said. 

"Although affecting a large popula- 
tion, the level of chlordane exposure 
In tfils oprsode^vasquitclow;'*^ 

The health agency said chlordane Is 
difficult to remove from water dis- 
tribution systems because It adheres 
to lining surfaces or It deposits in 



tanks and rediffuses slowly Into ad- 
jacent water. 

Public health officials placed a ban 
on use of top water in the area 
affecting 10,500 residents and 
numerous businesses. Clean water 
was trucked in to neighborhood dis- 
tribution points. 

A survey revealed that a small 
percentage of the residents who drank 
-'the contaminated water experienced 
some 111 effects, such as diarrhea, 
abdominal pain, skin and eye Irrita- 
tion, headache, dizziness and sore 
throat. There were no hospi- 
talizations, however.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A cave in 
northern Spain has yicided wliat sci- 
entists say Is the first intact religious 
sanctuary from the cariy Stone Age. a 
find dating back 14,000 years and 
including an altar topped by a 
sculpted stone head with a half-man, 
half-anlmal (ace. 

The find, reported Saturday by the 
National Science Foundation, is sig- 
nificant because It' provides evidence 
other than cave paintings, decorated 
objects or burial artifacts suggesting 
the existence of religious rituals in the 
Stone Age. 

Dr, LMlle Freeman of the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, one of four U.S. and 
Spanish researchers 'involved in un- 
covering the sanctuary in El Juyo 
• Cave near Sanlander on Spain's 
northern coast, said the find Is unique 
because previous evidence, some 
dating back S0,000 years, deals almost 
exclusively with death, only a single 
aspect of a system of religious beliefs. 

"What makes the .El Juyo sanctu> 
ary unique," he said, Is that it tells us 
about other aspects of a belief system. 
For example, the fact that hunting 
weapons were kept separate from 
sewing implements In the sanctuary 
strongly sug^ls that the difference 
between male and female lt)lcs In the 
material culture was also very Im- 
portant to the religious ceremonies."

and ochtfe. Tliere was a circle of earth 
in the center, surrounded by six other 
circular plies, all plastered with col- 
ored clay. The Interior spaces wfejSe 
packed with clean clay and the entire 
mound was covered with a clay shclti.

Rigid job schedules rejected by many workers

Hqvc you ever fell that you were on a trcQdmlll going 
from school to work to retirement with no stops along the 
way? 

Have you ever wished you could arrange your life 
differently, to Include more vacation time or leaves for 
further education or travel? 

Have you ever had to cope with overly rigid worklimc 
arrangements to accomplish family or personal chores? 

If you have these feelings, you arc not alone. Such 
concerns have become commonplace, and as a result, 
major changes In the ways we distribute woric over the 
days, weeks, and years of our lives are already occurring. 

Worktlme arrangements In the future are likely to be 
considerably more diverse and flexible than in the past-, 
allowing Individuals to work In ways that better-^cet 
their needs and preferences. 

Traditionally, if one held a ]ob, one worked 40 hours a 
week for approximately 40 years sandwiched between 
schooling during youth and retirement In old age. Today, 
managers and employees alike arc questioning the 
viablUty of such standardized worktlme arrangements 
and our prevalent educatlon-work-rctlrement lockstep.

retirement, and employment. 

Less and less do we follow the traditional practice of 
gaining all of our education during youth. A 20-year-old 
today can expect to live another 55 years as compared to 
42 years in 1900, .Thus the Idea of recurrent education 
throughout life has Iwcome Increasingly reasonable. 

Id addition, almost one-third of today's workers change 
their occupations every four years. The need to adjust 
skills In response to social and technological changes — 
coupled with growing Interest In recreational education 
and the recognition that "real world" experience aug- 
ments formal schooling - Is encouraging youth to 
Interrupt school with employment and adults to brcak^ 
from work for education. 

Changing family patterns are also Increasing the 
demand for workthne changes. Until recently, traditional 
family vajues encouraged men to hold full-time jobs as 
"breadwinners" and_women to forego or minimize 
employment In order to perform full-time "homekeep- 
Ing'' duties. Today, husbands and wives are increasln^y 
, sharing Income-earning and, to some extent, homekeep- 
log restnnsiblllties as couples have fewer children and

-day's work. Is used by an estimated 13 percent of 
American employersi Iq Europe, the flextlme concept has 
„ been expanded to the^eek, month, and year, allowing 
employers to avoid overtime pay rates while meeting the 
preferences of employees. Modified workweeks, tncb is 
four days of 10 hours each, are frequently observed. 

Although comparatively rare, sabbaticals and leave- 
of-abscncc rights have emerged outside the academic 
world. Many private firms In the laborcompetlUve 
electronics industries have developed three- to lix-month 
paid sabbaticals as an effective means of recndtiog and 
retaining employees. Leave^f-absence rights up to ooe 
year are now common In the public sector. 

Voluntary worktlme redudkos 
' .Among the most interesting inoovatkms are voluntary 
worktlme reduction programs. One California county 
allows Individual employees to forego 5, 10 or 20 percent of 
their annual earnings for 10, 20 or 40 days of oddltknal 
vacation.

Other worktlme reductions may result frem high 
unemployment. In the past, social policies to shorten the 
workweek, prolong schooling during youth, and lengthen 
retirement were Instigated partly to spread Jobs among 
more workers. Despite these and other policies, Jobless- 
ness remabis unacceptably high, and policy makers arc 
e^cploring ways to spread unemployment by further 
reducing worktlme. 

These developments are all contributing to one of the 
^ most profound labor market trends of our era : The size of 
the labor force Is skyrocketing, but a growing proportion 
' of this expanding labor force would prefer to work less 
than"fUllUme;'^ 

The pn^rtion of all adults seeking or holding Jobs has 
increased from 60 percent to 1960 to 64 percent In 1980 and 



voluntary work-sharing scheme to avoid layoffs. During 
its first year, 16 percent of the county's 10,000 employees 
freely exchanged pay for time, thus reductug overall 
labor costs and avoiding layoffs. In some cases, similar 
programs have actually Increased the number of Jobs by 
making it necessary to hire replacement workers. 

Another notable approach to combating jobJessoeas ia 
Work Sharing Unemployment insurance. IIiIb program, 
which has been used for 50 yean In Germany aod was 
recently initialed In California, allows payment of partial . 
unemployment Insurance for employees who go on 
shorter workweeks to prevent layoffs. No one Is lud off, 
workers retain most of their take^nme pay and fringe 
benefits, and employers avoid expensive reendteiMBt 
and training costs. 

Like all changes, these worktlme Umovations have costs 
,as well OS benefits. Nonetheless, these lostitutiooal 
changes are gradually redistributing work, only 
among different groups in our society, but across tbe days

The Congress shall have 
the power to enforce, by appropriate 
legislation, the provisions of this 
Article. , 



"Section 3. This Amendment shall 
take cKect two years allerJho.clate of 
ratification." 

Mrs. Smeal said the deadline for 
"ralKicatlon Is June 30. Thirty-dvc 
stales have ratified and If three more 
do. the ERA cflmpaign will have been 
won. She talked about "missionary 
projects".- NOW and a coalition of 
other groups (or the ERA arc running 
inundecidcdstates. 

"We're conconlnillnn on Illinois. 
Oklahoma. Florida. North Carolina. 
Virginia, Missouri." Mrs. Smeal said. 
"Other groups, such as the National 
Women's Political Caucus, are aim- 
ing at Virginia and Georgia, 
Everyone (eels the margin for victory 
or defeat Is very close In the 
legislatures of those states.

Cramps causing many girls 
to miss school frequently

As many as 14 percent of Ameri- 
can teen-age girls miss school 
frequently because of menstrual 
cramps, according to a survey by 
the National Center for Health 
Statistics. 

The key .^vord Is frequently. Most 
girls experience discomfort during 
menstruation, says Pediatrics 
magazine, but Ihetr pain Just isn't 
great enough to miss school fre- 
quently. 

Almost 46 percent of 2,699 girls 
surveyed fell into the latter 
category. 

The study itself Isn't new, but It 
Is the first time that data from a

They know how

WASHINGTON tKNT) - Scientists 
have finally figured out how we gel 
chest or back pains when we eat Ice 
cream too fast. But they don't yet 
know why. 

The pahi comes because the Ice 
cream — or. other similar cold sub- 
stances — stops the esophagus from 
working. 

Writing In the current Journal of the 
American Medical Association, the 
Armed Forces doctors say rapid 
swallows of cold ice cream cause the 
esophagus to be relaxed and flacld, 
-^^-and about twice the normal diameter. 
Just about everybody gets the chest 
pain. 

And, said Dr. George Mayer and 
Dr. Donald Castell, the pain clearly 
does not come from a heart problem 
— the usual cause of chest pain. 

EssenUaUy, the esophagus is a 
simple tube from the mouth (o the 
stomach. The ttq) third Is wrapped In 
striated muscles, which we can con- 
trol voluntarily (although we almost 
never Ihhik about it), the bottom third 
is smooth muslces, like those wrap- 
ping arteries, and the middle thtnl is a 
mixture of boUi types. 

Some substances can itop the func- 



tion ot smooth muscles and some can 
halt the striated muscle. 

These muscles ordinarily work in a 
slow wave called a peristaltic wave 
that starts at the t(q;> and works down. 
The wave Is actually a sequential 
muscular contraction that forces the 
particle of food along. 

To document what happens when 
you swallow Ice cream, Meyer and 
Castell put sensors along the Inside of 
the esophagus to measure pressure. 

They conducted, two tests. In the 
first, Bubiects got 10 swallows each of 
room temperature and frozen ice 
cream mix (the stuff in the soft ice 
cream machines). The cold tempera- 
ture significantly lessened the size of 
the peristaltic wave. This showed it 
was cold, and not the ice. cream's 
Ingredients, that were behind the 
changes. 

' In the second test, subjects were 
asked tb eat the cold ice cream fast 
enough to produce chest pain. At the 
time when paUi occurred, the physi- 
cians found a complete cessation of 
muscular activity in the lower 
. esophagus — rather than the rough 
contraction of a q«sm.

Aging conclave starts 



'Washington (UPD - The Uilrd Whltc House 
Conference on Aging convenes today with economic 
Issues, Including Social Security and Reagon ad- 
ministration budget cuts, expected to dominate the 
agenda. 

The $6 million conference begins with a Sunday 
night banquet and ends with Thursday's plenary 
session. Only .the 2,200 delegates are allowed lo vote, 
but staff members and observers may swdl atlen- 
-dance*© three times that number. - 



Questions linger dver whether the conference will 
be tainted by a rules dispute between the administra- 
tion and malor elderly groups, and by controversy 
over 0 Republican National Committee poll of dele- 
'gatcs'-vicws on While House budget cutsjind other 
Issues. 

"The delegates are showing great Inlercsl In the 
Issues and they're not being distracted." says confer- 
ence oxccullve director Betty Brake. 

"We ere concerned about the politlcizatlon of the 
conference," .counters Jack Ossofsky. head of the 
Leadership Council of Aging Organlzallons, which 
accuses the admlnlslralloa.or manipulating the con* 
tcrcnce to minimize criticism. 

The first conference, In 1961, triggered Social 
Security expansion and the 1965 passage of Medicare 
legislation. The second, a decade later, led lo laws on 
Supplemental Security Income legislation ana on 
restricting age discrimination — Including forced 
retirement. 

The 1981 conference is held against a baclcdrop of an 
aging America. Last year. Americans over 65 num- 
bered more than 25 mlliron, or 11 percent of the 
nation's population, compared with 4 percent In 1900. 
The older population is predicted to grow at a faster 
pacetbantherest of America until at least 2030. 

"We will become a very age-conscious society in the 
decade ahead and even beyond," Mrs. Brake says. 
"Maybe blue jeans will no longer be the big thing." 

At this year's conference, Mrs. Brake predicts, 
-"The economic Issues are going to be the top ones — 
the problem of fixed Incomes and the damage 
inflation docs lo fixed-income seniors." 

Economic Issues could prove uncomfortable for the 
Reagan administration, which persuaded Congress to 
cut blllfons of dollars from social programs Uils 
summer and unsuccessfully proposed cuts In Social 
Security benefits to solve the retirement system's 
financial troubles. 

' Mrs. Brake says Americans "want. to see Social 
Security put on a sound financial basis." But critics 
argue Reagan's proixtscd cuts were too drastic, and 
some say the administration stacked the conference's 
Social Security committee In Its favor. 

A technical commlltec, dominated by Reagan 
critics, argued against benefit cuts In a non-binding 
report to confercncedelcgates. 



Among cuts In other social prograiAs, the ad- 
ministration clamped new restrictions on Medicare 

and Medicaid. 

"It Is inconceivable lo mc that anyone w4)0 cares , 
about older peopJe will not be reacting to the pain that 
the budget cuts Is Imposing on oldw - people,"" 
Ossofsky said. 

"I'm afraid by the time the trickle-down theory gets 
to working, the older people who should be wet ^ It 
will be-gone-from the scene;-'— — '- 
Among other expected hot topics: 

' ^Long-term care: "We have devel<^ the Institu- 
tional side of loQ^-term care, but have not developed* 
the In-home services," says Lou Glasse, hud of New 
York's a^ng office. Some want laws changed so the 
chronically 111 can leaVe nursing. botnes-and tie cared 

.'for at home — less expensive and more helpful to the 
"dignity and Ind^ndencc of older people involved," 
Ossofslq-says. 

. • Housing: Ossofsky says the nation needs 200,000 
fiidlzed Iwuslng umtsfor the elderly a year ti 



_ mtsforlheelderlyayeartokecp 
up with demand, despite pressures/or cutbacks. 

• Retirement: Federal law restricts mandatory 

retirement before age 70, but some say more Is 
needed. "The trend since the mld-I940s'has been 
toward early retirement and I think that Is going to be 
reversed," says Mrs. Brake. 

• Crime: "We don'thaveacommlttecon crime, but 
certainly crime — from the qAWs and letters I'm' 
getting from delegates — Is one of the biggest areas of 
concern," says Mrs. Brake. 

Both Mrs. Brake and Ossofsky say they hopelhe 
good side of getting old will play a pari. *- . . 

"The older Americans have so much In the way of 
talent and. expertise." says Mrs. Brake. fiO, who 
worked with many elderly in her former job at 
ACTION, thcfederai volunteer agency. 

Says Ossofsky: "There Is an overriding concern for 
mc In this conference that we begin looking at aging ~ 
as an achievement and victory of our society andslarl 
providing (WHnlunltles (or workers In their older 
years. ' " 

Three quarterffof conference delegates are over S5, 
and the conference has taken appropriate precau- 
tions. An emergency room wlll be set up in each 
conference hotel, and help will be given deflates who 
cannot dress themselves or need special diets.- The. 
-conference expects to train 2,000 volunteers. 

"It's a pretty massive operation," says Mrs. Broke, 
who took over as executive director In-early October 
when her predeces^r was bumped upstairs. 

-The conference may be disrupted by political 
bickering. Critics have accused the administration ol 
trying to pack the conference with last-mlnute 
delegates, stack committees and staff, and write 
rules to discourage criticism of Reagan — all charges 
the admlnlstratton denies. '

t|oh-prof it group offers credit counseling

TWIN FALLS - A non-prollt group 
that helps people get out ot debt &nd 
avoid bsnkruplcy twpn operating a 
part-time office In- Twln Falls re- 
cently. 

VIckl Parks, the. administrator of 
the . Bolsc-bascd Coosumcr Credit 
CouiKcUng Service of Idaho, will 
speo^ two days each month In Twin 
FalH, offering Individual financial 
counseling. She held her first sessions 
a II tl|c more than a week ago. 



Parks will return on . thei third 
Thursday and Friday of each month. 
She will work out of an office at the 
Twin Falls Chamber of Commerce, 
323 Shoshone St. N. In addition to 
private counseling sessions, CCCS 
also plans to offer some seminars. 

Local merchants, creditors and 
employers Involved with bringing the 
part-time office to Twin Falls hope the 
office grows Into a full-time service, 
but that could take a year or more la 
accomplish, they say. 

Parks offers simple advice to peo- 
ple In financial trouble — make a 



budget and stick to It. Her work is to 
help people figure tb^ true take- 
home pay and draw up a realistic 
budget — one thot allows them local, 
pay «It debts and -save money for 
raedlcal bills, clotblng and other 
essentials that people often forget lo 
plan for In Ihclr reguliar monthly 
expenditures. 

After Parks helps someone set up a 
budget program, she tears up their 
credit cards. 

"Wc physlcalb tear up the credit' 
cards In front of (hem. .II they've gpt 
that (credit), they can go Into debt 



(aster than we can get them out," she 
says. 

The counseling service Is funded 
through donations from creditors, 
large emplqrers and a fee,, never 
more than $10 a month,- to people 
receiving the service. 

William Runty, a member of the 
CCCS board of directors, explains 
why creditors arc willing to donate. 
As collections officer for Twin Fall 
Bank and Trust, he knows how much 
time a creditor must sometimes 
sp^nd working with a customer who is 
having trouble paying bills. If one of 
the bank's customers is helped by.lhe 



credit counseling service, he donates 
ID percent of their payment lo CCCS. 

"What it bolls down to at Ihc bottom 
line is. 1 can't work the account thai 
cheaply," Runtysays. 

Ken Baumgarlncr, the director of 
personnel for Ihc Tuppcrwarc Co. in 
'Jerome, also is on the credit service's 
Magic Valley board of directors 
because of the help CCCS may be able 
to give to some Tupperware 
employees. 

"It's a, pcople-orlcnted service;- 1 
work in a pcoplc-orlenlcd end of our 
business," Baumgartncrsays. 

His Ipb Is to assist employees with 



work-reialcd and personal problems. 
He got Involved with CCCS because If 
he recommends, the service lo some- 
one, he wants to be able to answer _ 
thclrquestlonsaboutll. " 

Lydia L. Hanlla, the manager ot the 
United Security Mortgage office In

TWIN FALLS - Magic Valley-area 
rcstdents may not have marked 
Mohtlay's start of the nuclear dis- 
armament talks on their calendar, but 
basicBlly, they understand what will 
be diacussed and what Is at stake. 

Skq)tlci8m, however, was a com- 
mon, denominator for most of the 
Idahoans interviewed Saturday 
evening. 

"1 don't think the Russians will go 
along with It," said Allen Hunt of 
Burlcy. "1 don't think the Russians 
will cooperate." 

But Hunt ihlnlA that having Reagan 
as president will improve any chance 
for an agr^ment favorable to the 
United States. - 

Julie Duncan of Twin Falls also 
doesn't give Ihc negotiations much 
hope. She feels that {Usarmaiiicnt Is 
Just not In the Soviets' scheme of 
things. 

"Communism Is really pushing, and 
the Russians are behind It," she says. 

However, If a workable arms- 
rcductlon agreement can be negoti- 
ated she would be In favor of the 
United- States abiding by It and re-, 
ducing Its stockpile ot nuclear 
weapons. 

Until then, though, she Is In support 
of Increased defense spending. 

"We can't be without defense," she 
says. "Wc have to defend ourselves— 
and the rest of the world looks up lo 
the United Slates tor defense." 

Marlon Wood ol Gooding shares 
Duncan's baste roislnisl of the Sovl* 
ets. 

"I doubt It (successful oegothi- 
tlons)." he says. "I personally think 
we'v? gone so far now. I don't think 
we can trust the Russians." 

Wood says that when the Soviets 



stated several weeks ago that (bey 
would refuse lo.allow outside Inspec- 
tion of their weapons systems as part 
of a limitation agreement, it Ihdfcatcd 
that any rcdudlon plan agreed lo 
would probably be unworkable. 

"I don't think you can put the safety 
of a nation on ^meone's word," he 
says. 

He docs, however, think that having 
Reagan In charge will improve the 
possibility of successful negotiations. 

In spite of some reservations, Wood 
supports Increased arms spending, 
even with Its possible negative effects 
.on the economy. 

"We holler about high taxes; wc 
holler about high prices," he says. 
-"But If we lose our freedom, none of 
that amounts to anything." 

Gene Hugglns of Twin Falls. who,U _ 
a retired naval commander, al^ Is ~ 
ready to support Reagan's arms 
negotiating team, although he Is not 
convinced that an agreement is . 
possible. 

"Wc might (negotiate an arms- 
reduction plan) this time due lo what 
has already been offered," he says, 
referring to the favorable counter- 
offers that the Soviets have mode to 
Reagan's overtures thc> past two 
weeks.

However, she feels that this 
country's chances of successfully 
completing the negotiations will be 
enhanced by the way Reagan has 
dealt with the Soviets. 

"He's very strong and domineer- 
ing," she says.

Regardless of methods, meeting 
energy demand will be expensive

TWIN FALLS — There are no silver linings in the 
clouds on Idaho's energy horizon. 

And there arc none In a draft of the state's energy 
plan, which now Is tMing circulated for public comment. 
: The Idaho Energy Resource Policy Board met (or u 
months before coming to that conclusion, in a report 
■Issued In October. . ^ 
' Yet the board faees'conslderable resistance to gaining 
concurrence irom the Legislature. Members are hoping 
■ that citizen involvement Id a series ol public hearings 
will help build a mandate similar to the one that 
propelled a stale water planlhrough the Letfslature in ^ 
1978; 

The authorsof the energy plan draft devised 69 
measures the state could lalce to conserve and extend 
■ energy supplies, recognizing that - particularly for 
' electricity energy from new sources would be several 
times more costly, 

Gov. John Evans appointed the non-parlisan board In 
September 1980, after he was unable to Interest the 
Ugislature In maldng the project a Joint venture; And 
! . members of the board ate accutety aware that a selling 
- lob will be needed. 

Asked about details ofthe plan, board member Joe 
Savage of Klmbcrly emphasized that the document "Is 
not set In concrete." Sections of plan, he says, probably 
wilt be rewritten after the public hearings. 

"I'm sure there will be some rewriting." Savage says. 
"1 think the Important thing is that we are golngout 
thereto listen and to take that to the Legislature." 
Among the draft's policy recommendations are: 

• Increased technical assistance to irrigators and 
possible tax credits or low-inlerest loans to help replace 
pumps and improve pumplngefflclency. 

•. Adoption of a constitutional amendment authorizing 
local governments to issue revenue bonds to develop 
electric generating facilities. Including hydroelectric 
sites and plants fueled by waste heat:-- 

• More liberal tax credits for homeowners who 
weatherize and insulate homes, and who install solar 
heating and cooling devices. 

• Investment taxcredltsforconservation-related 
expenditures by commercial energy users and for the 
purchase add Installation of equipment to use waste heat 
to generate power. . 

The tax credits proposed in the plan could cut sharply 
Into sUte revenues, so the policy boaM^roposes the 
elimination of the state Income^ deducUonapresently 
allowcdonwood8t4yi9.T}iediaogepresumesthBt •> 



many residents will install u-ood stoves even without tax 

incentives. 

Because existing Incentives are In the form of income 
deductions rather than lax credits, and because the 
deductions opply equally to wood stoves and solar - 
heat ingrdeviccs, the cost to the state treasury is not 
known. 

In 1979, Idaho residents claimed energy deductions 
totaling 57.3 million, of which perhaps W40,0(M is lost tax 
revenue, says Ike Echeverria, the tax policy 
administrator for the State Tax Commission. 

Echeverria says the L>!gis1aturc, historically, has 
taken a dim vfewof tax credits because of the potent ial 
for revenue losses. 

Analysts at llie Department of Water Resources. 
Division of Energy [Resources ( previously the Idaho 
. OHlccof Energy). havccsllmatcd that a3(^percenl lax 
credit for the Installation of hosting and cooling devices 
would cost Sl.S million after subtract Ing ^ains tn 
- corporate income, sales and property taxes. 
^ The proposal tor a 15-perccnl tax credit on 

conservation measures, with a ceiling oIS:!00, would cost 
the state $770,000, estimates Kelly Olson of the Division 
of Energy. 

Robert Huntley, the chairman ol the policy board, 
says that Ihelxiaid reviewed the lax citHllts olfcrcd by 
other states and welf^cd the benefits of maintaining low 
powcrcosts be/ore suggestfngstrongcr Incentives. 
. "Lower power rates might be expected to stimulate a 
healthier economy . . . provide more profit for farmers 
' andhaveotherbencfits/'Huntlcysays. 

A 1 arge portion of the BS^pjigc document deals with 
electricity costs and way^locneourage both I 
conservation and nllematlves to the construction of 
large thermal power plants. 

Building central plants "benefited all ratepayers and 
society when the real cost of new supply was low," the 
chapter on electricity use states. 

"However, Ihe costs of ncK' generating units expected 
to be completed In the l9S0s arc several times more 
costly than existing untts. and unlike nature's free* 
supply of water to turn lurblncs, ttie cost of fjel for 
"Ihcrmal generation will continue to increase." 

Using material glccncd from private utilities, the 
Division of Energy and the Idaho Public Utilities 
Commission, the policy board charted electricity 
supplies and projected demand In the next two decades, 

. Assuming electricity use In Idaho grows by 3 pcrccni^a 
year, conventional power sources already planned by 
private ullllllos could adequately supply the slate ■ ' 
throu^ 1990, the report says, but Ibcy would fait short 
by ttie year 2000. At a 1 1^-percenl.growt h rote, the slate 
could squeak l)y to t he end of the century without 




allcmatlvc resources. 

By strengthening measures to encourage conservation 
and small-power production, however, the board says, 
Idaho could improve itscnci^ picture dramatically, 
providing a comfort margin of more than 1,000 
megawatts owjn wllli a a-pcrcent annual growth rate. 

Division of Encrf^ analysis say thai small 
hydroelectric plants alone could add 350 megawatts by 
the end of the decade, and SOO megawatts - or the 
equivalent of tlie Valmy, Nov., coal plants being built by 
Idaho Power and Sierra Pacific Power — by the year 
2000. 

Displacement energy eources. such as SOla'r heating 
and conservation, while not producing powcr, could save 
the equivalent of 310 megawatts by 1990 and 884 
megawatts by 2000, llu analysts say. 

Jn)m Volkmnn. the division's small hydro and wind 



power consullnnt. say^ the figures on renewable energy, 
while essL'nti.illyj!u(.>!,si's, were chosen conservatively .

Energy boom will make Uinta County one of Wyoming's richest areas 



CHEYENNE. Wyo. (UPU - Uinla County, the ccnlor 
of the Ovcrthnifil Bolt energy boonii^'lll evolve from one 
of Wyoming's poorest counties to one of the richest wiihin 
five years, the head of an industry group said recently. 

The newfound wealth probably will make 11 
unnecessary for the Overthrust Industrial Association, an 
organization of energy companies, Id continue providing 
aid to the county by the end of next year, OlA president 
Owen Murphy said. 

"We won't have any reason to exist in the Evanston 
areaby theendotncxtyearitourprojectlonsara' . 
correct," Murphy said. "The tax base win be Just 
tremendous." 

—Chevron and Amoco will have two large natural-gas— 
processing plants in operation by next year, permitting 
the companies to begin producing from other wells. 
Murphy said. Also, more severance-tax revenues will 
begin to pour In, he said. 

"Within the next five years, Uinta County will go from 
one of the poorest counties In Wyoming to one ofihc 
wealthiest," he said. "That may occur a good deal sooner 
than five years." 

He said earlier that Wyoming will make more than S2 



billion from Just severance taxes In the next 10- 15 years 
from Overthrust oil and gas. UintaCniatylsimqwrly — 
taxes doublod this year andwill'tlouble again next year. 

he said. 

The OlA has made "considerable progress" since it was 
formed In June 1980, Murphy said. Mcmber^ip has 
Increased from three to 35 companies. The organization 
has provided $3milllcn in graiits-.andothcrnn3nclDl 
assistance to the area, and tocfll and slategovcrnmonts 
have added another $20 million. 

"We're not throu^yet by a Jugful." he said. 

' Several million dollars more in cash grants and 
^altcmaUvcIlnancing arc possible, depending on need, 
and if developers can be persuaded to provide moderately 
priced homes, "the total benefit could be as mucli as SIM 
■ million," Murphy said. "That would include our cash 
grants, money from the state Farm Loan Board and 
federal impact money, it wc can get It. "

agencies and some housing, "not enough but quite a bit,"

"What we do in effect is loan them to various 
communities to assist in providing the expertise to be able 
to manage a rapid-growth situation. IWpically, the 
administration In small communltlcsjusl doesn't hax'c' 



ihat Itlnd of expenise on its staff." 

However, the 01 A is not out to tell communities how to 
handle boom problems. Murphy said. 

"It's up to local people to handle their own destinies," 
he said. "We're not there to tell them how to live. Wo 
ilileiidlo-be a.temporary association. We exist for the 
purpose of voluntarily meeting front -end Impact costs.. 
But once the tax base is adequate — and by the end of next 
ychr It will be absolutely tremendous — then we'll have no 
further reason tor existing." 

As development along the Overthrust Belt moves north, 
new companies might become more active in the OIA, 
replacing companies that do not have holdings in new- 
areas of the geological formation, he said. 
' The OlA also is branching IntoSummit and Rich 
counties In Utah and Bear Laice County in Idaho, Murphy 
said. 

The OIA has given a $35,000 grant to the Bear Laice

Lt. Victor L. Warzinski, a public-affairs officer 
with the 552nd Airborne Warning and Control 
Wing out of Tinker Air Force Base, Olda.. said 
"no notice" AWACS deployments also were 
made to .Japan, Korea and Germany. 

Whenever a sensitive situation develops, 
Wariinski said, the aircraft are dispatched to 
wherever they are needed. He did not elaborate 
on the missions. 

Warzinskl was aboard an AWACS Jet Ihat 
visited Montana this past week ;0n a training 
mission to Malmslrom Air Force Base at Great 
Falls. 



The AWACS, which stands for Airborne 
Warning and Control System, was one of 24 
assigned to the 552nd. Officials said that an 
AWACS has visited Montana before and will do 
so again on training cxcerdsea.

By the end of September, the cost of veterlnnry ' 
services and feeding had reached $2,440. 

Deputy Prosecutor Jeanne Prtscal has filed a 
motion vtth the state Court of Appeals, asking 
permission to kill the 23 remaining gamecocks. If 
the appeals court allows the birds to be killed, the 



carcasses would have to be frozen and preserved 
for the trial. A hearing on the motion is set for Dec. 
18. 

,One opUoo to killing the birds would be for the 
court to allow county officials to try to find a place 
in zoos for the Ramecocks. 

The natter is complicated by the fact that the 
birds are-trained to fight and have to be kept 
separated from one another.

PITTSBURGH (UPl) - Top-ranked Pittsburgh took 
away Peiin State's'brcad-and-butter ground game Satur- , 

aajT)nljn(rcoTntrfacei(PiaceTwltlran"flGriarattaclritiat 

virtually destroyed the Panthers' hopes for a national 
championship. 

Sophomore Todd Blackledge passed lor 262 yards and 
two touchdowns that broke the game open and ran tor 
another to lead the ninth-ranked and Fiesta Bowl-bound 
Nlltany Dons toa5tunning4S-14 ambush of the Panthers. 

The loss snapped Pittsburgh's t7-gamc winning streak 
and came tjcfore a national television audience and 60,260 
fans at Pitt Stadium. 

Pittsburgh, 10-1, will meet No. 3 Georgia tn the'Sugar . 
Bowl New Year's Day but will probably need a lop-sided 
victory to regain the prestige It lost Saturday. 

Pcnn State's upset was made more amazing by the fact 
that tho Uons, 9-2. trailed 14-0 after managing a 
minus-one yard In total offense In the first quarter. 

While Penn State's offense began opening its passing 
game its defense finally found a way to shut down Pitt 
quarterback Dan Marino, forcing the Panthers Into 
numerous errors tn the second quarter that helped sway 
. .- ' : .the momentum. 

"Wc knewi^e wouldn't be able to run on them all day 
because they gang up around ihe football so well." Penn 
■ , State.Coach Joe. Patemo said of Pitt's defense, which 
entered the 'game rated first nationally both in total 
defense and against the run. "Whcii wc started to do that 
wcwereokay." m 

Blacklpdge connected with another sophomore, Kenny 
Jackson, on touchdown bombs of 42 and 45 yards in a 2:47 
span of the third quarter to open up a game tied 14-14 at ' 
halftlmc. 

Those quick scores appeared to completely demoralize 
tho Panthers, who could put nothing together on offense or 
dtffcnse the rest ol the way. 

"Blackledge has the makings of a good quarterlMck," 
Patemo said. "When he got time, he showed be can throw 
the football. Jackson has been overshadowed by some of 
our. people this year. Once, we handled their blitzes, wc 
were Successful throwing the football." 

Blackledge, who completed 12 of 23 passes with one 
interception before leaving the game midway through the 



fourth quarter and winning the game's Most Valuable 
Player award, c an ei ght., yards-Jor. the game-tying 
'lOUCTmoWrtlirtnffSecond quarter. 

Patemo said his defense had to experiment a bit before 
it found the key to shutting down Marino. 

"We came In with a lot of mbclurcs on defense." 
Patemo said. "Marino was so hot in the beginning he had 
everything in place. I think our-flcfensive coaches did a 
great lot} of adjusting and wc took away a lot of his reads.

AlsfSama Fally gives Bear win No. ^15 



BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPl) - For 
awhile Saturday it looked as If Bear 
Bryant might have to wait at least 
another month before becoming the 
wlnnlngest coach in college football 
history. -<i 

But the fourth-ranked Crimson 
Tide, which had let Bryant down twice 
before this season when it lost to 
Georgia Tech and lied 'Soulhcm 
Mississippi, came roaring from 
behind by scoring two fourth quarter 
touchdowns In a three-minute span to 
beat Auburn, 28-17, and hand Bryant 
his 31Sth career victory. 

That moved the 6S*ycar-oId Bryant, 
who will wrap up his 37th season as a 
head coach Jan. i .when hi' sends 
Alabama agalii^t Texas in the Cotton 
Bowl, one victory ahead of former 
record holder Amos Alonzo Stagg. 
who took 57 seasons to compile his 314 
.. \Jctories. 

"I thought the Lord wasn't going to 
let us win that one for awhile," Bryant 
said after fighting his way through a 
huge throng to the dressing room. 
"I'm tickled to death wc won. It was 
: one of the greatest games I ever 
. played in." 

The victory gave Alabama, ^1-1, a 
share (with third-ranked Georgia) of 
Its ninth S5utheaslem Conference 
championship In II years. But Bryant 
had his sights on a bigger goal — his 
fifth national championship. 

"We've still got a chance," he said, 
figuring, since top-ranked Pill was 
routed by Penn State Saturday, that If 
Pitt beats Georgia In the Sugar Bowl 
and^ Nebraska beats second-ranked 
Clemson In the Orange Bowl that a 
Cotton Bowl victory over Texas could

vault Alabama back into the No. 1 
spot In the final rankings. 

This hasn't been an easy season for 
Bryant. He started It .^[(ly eight 
victories shy of Stagg's record and a 
lot of jioople figured the Crimson Tide 
should have won its first nine games 
to give fiiyant the record back on Oct. 
31. 

But unexpected disciplinary pro- 
blems that contributed lo those two 
upsets delayed the celebration four 
weeks.

Stagg two weeks later when Alabama 
staged a mifd upset at Penn Stale. 

"I'm just glad It's over (the chase of 
Stagg's record)," said Bryant. 
"We've tried to keep it from latcrfcr- 
ring with other more important things 
that this team has had to do. " 

Alabama trailed Aubum 17-14 with 
12:58 left wben Al Del Greco kicked a 
19-yard field goal. 



But the Crimson Tide came roaring 
right back, driving 75 yards and going 
In front with 10:07 left on a 38-yard 
touchdown pass from Walter Lewis to 
Jesse Bcndmss. 

And the next lime Alabama got the 
ball, it took only three plays to go 49 
yards with LlnnlQj>atrick ripping off 
32 and then twt^ays later going the 
final 15 lor thccllnching touchdown.

Use of 4-dai; week grows in some segments of U.S. industry

Pushed by the gasoline crises ol the 1970s, the 
four-day workweek became a ballyhoocd 
altoroatlvc to the clf^t-hour-a-day, flvc-day- 
a-wcck regimen. 

By compressing 40 hours of work Into fewer 
days, it wiis'in-gucd, workers would be ablo to - 
cut commuting expenses, and employers would 
saVe by trimming utility, transportation and . 
otheroperatlon costs. Moreover, II >vas felt Job 
attendance would Improve, .enhancing jiro^ 
diictlvlty. 

In the early years of the decade, the concept 
splrcad rapidly, growing from little usc'in 1970 to 
1.2 million workers, or2.2 percent of the nation's 
work force, on workweeks of 4,5 days or less In 
1975. according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. • 

,-Jntercst waned until the gasoline shortage of— 
1079 when the idea again caught on. Partlclpa-. 
Hon grew from 2.2 percent of the work force that 
yea'rf 0 2.7 percent in 1980. 

Many labor experts play down the 
slgijlflcance of the four-day week, contending 
that many companies have found 'the com- 
pcession unsatisfactory tor their operations and 
that It Is less popular'than flexible scheduling, 
which in 1980 was used by 11.9 percent of 
American workers. 

'-Qthers, however, believe the trend Is still In 
Its 'itifancy. The Work in America Institute . 
pniilicts that the Ideas of both compressed and 
shortened workweeks will continue to spread 
diulng the 19803 and cover 5 percent of the 
* nation's workers by 1990, 

"There will bo continuing pressure due to the 
high, cost of commuting," said Robert Zagcr, ' 
vice president for policy studies at the non- 
profit, New York-based Institute. "And people 
have indicated, more and more, that they want 
to take free time in longer blocks and would 
rather have three and four days off together." 

Experimentation with the compressed 
workweek has^iaRen a variety of forms, al* 
tho)j^ thc~mo$t -standard arrangements are 
four lO-hour days, three 12-Mur days, or a more 
recent developmerit'oallod the 54-9 plan in which 
th<j cmployjee works five nine-hour days the first ' 
week and four-nine-hourdays the next weeks. 

•Business experts point out that the com- 
pressed work week can improve production 
operations, cut costs, bolster morale and 
employee recruiting, reduce" communting 
expenses, and give employees longer weekends. 

However, they add tiial the concept is not for 
every company and every employee. The com- 
pressed workweek can hurt business opera- 
tions, make management more difficult, create 
worker fatigue and safety problems and disrupt 
family and social activities, especially for 
working parents. 

' "One of the prime reasons that a company 
' ^ gives it up is that It Is trying to operate on a 
four-day week whilesustomers and suppliers 
, operate on a dlttereni arrangement," Zagcr 
said. "They're out of sync." 

A malor roadblock to the compressed 
workweek Is a federal requirement for compa- 
nies working on many types of govemmeni

"Compressed workweeks arc good lor some 
companies but not for all," cautioned Stanley D. 



NoUen, an associate professor of business 
administration at Georgetown University, who 
In the late 19708 estimated that 28 percent of the 
firms that tried this type ot work schedule 
abandoned it. "The trick is to know where they 
belong and where they don't succeed. 

"Most important, compressed workweeks do 
not fundamentally improve the relationship ot 
the worker to the workplace. They do not 
Improve the quality ot work lite and they do not 
make it easier for workers to mesh work lite 
with home life. If anything, compressed 
workweeks may be seen as an escape from 
unpleasant work and they complicate family 
life."

SEATTLE (UPD-The prospect of restricted 
access to Puget Sound for Soviet ships has sent 
Port ot Seattle officials scurrying to their 
lawyers and toihe state's congressional delega- 
tlonlorhelp. 

Richard Ford, executive director of the port, 
said the State Department's effort to restrict 
Soviet access to the Sound - apparently at'thc 
request of the Pentagon - could cause Seattle to 
lose business with the Russians. 

"We don't like to operate with our hands tied 
behind our backs while other ports operate 



without any restrlctioiis,'" ^d Ford. 

The State Department is negotiating a new 
maritime treaty with the Soviets and has pro- 
posed that the Sound be excluded from 40 ports to 
be given easy access to Soviet ships, Ford said. 

"We were told by our lawyers In Washington, 
D.C., that the request for this came from the 
Pentagon, and I have to assume that It hos to do 
with military institutions in the area," said 
Ford. "Right now we're trying to get a ^ttcr 
handle on the facts and we'd like to have an 
explanation." 



The Pentagon's rcqucsl appears to be tied to 
security at a Hood Canal base that will serve as 
home for the new Trident submarines, said 
Ford. 

' Trident submarines, which are Just now, 
beginning their sea trials, carry nuclear 
weapons and arc considered vital to America's 

national security. — -__ 

Several other military installations dot the 
shores of Puget Sound as well, but Ford said this 
is the first time the Pentagon has asked for such 
tight restrictions on the Soviets, 



LOS ANGELES (UPD - Texas 
International Airline's battle tor con- 
trol of much-larger Continental 
Airlines — one ot the longest and most 
bitter' takeover tights ever — has 
ended and the two companies agreed 
to try and "normalize" relations. 

Under an agreement reached this 
past Wednesday between the two 
carriers, three representative of Tex- 
as International's parent company, 
Texas Air Corp., were elected to 
Continental's board ot directors, 
expanding It to 15 from 12 members. 

The two companies also agreed to 
end all lawsuits against each other 
and to advance Continental's annu&l 
shareolders meeting to March 30, 
1982, from early May at which time a 
new slate ot directors could be 
elected. 

Texas Air, directly and through Its 
whotty-owned subsidiary, Texas In- 
ternational Airline^, owns 7.B million 
shares, or 50.9 percent, of Conti- 
nental's common stock, acquired Inia 
move to take over Its competitor. 

Continental spokesman Bruce 
Plowman said the agreement, 
reached after a series of meetings, 
forms a "framework for detallAl 
planning to try to get the two airlines 
working together within the bounds bi' 
antitrust legislation." 

Plowman said the airlines would 
attempt to "reach economies," which 
he said could Include feeding «ach 
other traffic, rescheduling to avoid 
duplication and the possible elimlna- 
tion- oMiuplicatlng flights. He said 
fulf-fledgcdtiierger is not planned^t 
■ this time." ^ 

Officials of. both airlines said the 
agreement "will form the basis of an 
' orderly relationship" between the 
companies, which were involved in a 
bitter takeover fight from Feb. 9 to 
Oct. 12 of this year Involving suits and 
counter-suits. 



Start looking for recovery from recession in few months

There's more and worse to come but unless this 
recession turns out to be a real horror we should be 
looking forward to a recovery In a couple of months, 
rrhls Is the ninth recession the American economy has 
suffered In the 36 years since the end of World War Ih 
That's counting the short, sharp recession of 1980. 
■ The worst of the lot, ot course, was the 1974 mesa. Then 
It was a long 17 months before the slide downhill stopped 
ahd'lhe economy began the strug^e to get up out of the 
depths. That is, business activity began to fall away from 
boomy, good times In November, 1973, and things gor 
progressively worse until March, 1975, when the first 
signs of a recovery began to appear. 
But Ignoring tliat big, bad one and forgetting the brief 
' ISSff trouble on the other side, the six other recessions 
since World War II have been In the downhill phase for an 
average of about 10 months. By that measure. It should be 
jpbsslble to start looking tor indications of a turnaround by 
•^eariyspringnextyear. , , 

~ 'The academic economists haven't had their say as yet, 
'■.but It Is pretty well agreed that this recession started

soraeume in the second quarter ot the year, the April, 
May, June quarter. 

Tax reduction provides the best hope of an early 
recovery as Reagan economists see it ai;d there's not 
much reason to argue with that proposition. If there is, the 
whole Reagan economic program falls asunder. 

Always the consumer is the key to the economy's 
health. Some 90 million taxpayers get their first really 
significant benefits from the Reagan tax program start- 
ing In July next year. That's when a full 10 percent 
reduction goes Into effect, Whether consumers save or 
spend the benefits, or contrive various splits between the 
alternatives, Reaganomlcs holds that the economy will 
get a powerful boost along the growth path. 

That just ml^t-mean that the citizenry will have 
something extra to celebrate come the next July 

^ut Jif the Reagan book, we shouldn't have to wait that 
long to see some poslHve effect from tax reduction. 



For Instance, those people fortunate enough to have 
profits from long-term Investments have had a chance to 
collect the profits and pay a lower captlal gains tax since 
early June. And, slmllarty. the maximum4ax rate goes 
down from 70 percent to 50 percent in January .when other 
major benefits for individuals also go Into effect. 

Of significant importance to the economy, really major 
benefits for business are already at work or will take hold 
at the first of the year. The strange arrangement that 
allows a corporation to sell accumulated tax tleductlons 
for cash to another company is In place. For one, 
beleagured Ford Motor has already picked up about $200 
million in cold cash through this device. 

Another big saving for business, accelerated deprecia- 
tion, goes into effect Jan. 1 and should nudge corporations 
, In the direction of jbb-creatlng spending on new plant and 
~ equipment. A number of other "Incentives" might get 
business moving, for instance; the new tax credit, already 
effective, for spending on researeh and experimental 
development. 

' In trying to "assess the depth and the length of this 
recession, the level of Interest rates may be as Important 
as any element in the economic picture. Certainly the 
near-bankrupt housing industry can not recover until 
mortgage rates and charges for construction loans come 



down significantly. 

But we rtiay be on the wa The current downward trend 
looks more and more as if It Is for real. Until recently 
many an economist has been saying, sure, interest rates 
Nt^uld fall off before the end of 1981 but then turn right 
around and go back up to extremes once again. 

It doesn't look that way now even thou^ the reason Is 
not immediately encouraging. We're dealing with a cycle. 
Business borrowing falls off as a recession devel(^s. With 
demand for credit down, interest rates soften. Over time, 
through the 1974 debacle, the bank prime rate fell from a 
high of 12 percent to an eventual low of 6 percent. 

Both George Kadel. a senlOr vloe president at the 
LaSalie National Bankin Chicago, and Jospeh Raltf, 
economist for Chicago's NoTOiem T^t, agree that the 
downward trend Is definite and »at the trend Is the more 
important and encouraging than the actual level ot rales 
on any given day. . ~ 

Kadel says 15 percent for the bank prime rate by the end 
of the year and adds that If he were given to making 
long-odds bets he would guess at something under 15. 
percent. Ralft Is willing to guess 15 or 14 percent for the 
prime by early next year with a continuation of the trend 
depending on the rate ot inflation. J^ai, he adds, he's 
optimistic about that.

WASHINGTON - Agricultural 
economists expect food prices to rise 
less than non-food prices in 1381 for 
the third consecutive year. 

Assistant Agriculture Secretary 
William Lcshcr predicts food price 
' inflation wouJd lie 8 percent this year, 
while the overall inflation rate may be 
less than 10 percent. 

His prediction came following the 
Labor D^artment's release of the 
Consumer Price Index tor October 
which showed that prices rosc^t an 
annual rate of just 4.4 percent last 
month, due mostly lo a drop In 
housing prices. 



"However, so far this year consumer 
price inflation has increased 9.6 per- 
cent, the Labor Department said. If 
November and December inflation 
rates are also moderate, the year 
could end up with an Inflation figure of 
less than 10 percent. The last full 
calendar year that happened was 
1978. 

, The Labor Department said 
seasonally adjusted food prices rose 
0.2 percent in October. The 
Agriculture Department measures 
those prices a little differently, Ijy 
excluding alcoholic beverages from 
the food group, so it measured Uic 
seasonally adjusted food price hike at 
0.3 percent. 

Without a seasonal adjustment, ac- 
tual food prices fell 0.1 Dcrccnl 



because of lower prices for fresh fruit 
and vegetables, beef and poultry. 

"This brought the food CPI to a 
level 5.8 percent higher than a year 
eariier," Leshersald. 

Food purchased in supermarkets 
cost Just 4.7 percent more than last 
year, while meals eaten out cost 8.5

Many companies, however, find the com- 
pressed worlJw'eck well-suited for their own 
needs. Some firms such as Etl Lilly & Co., Ihc 
IndianapoliS'bascd phamrflccutlcais producer, 
utilized the 12-hour work shift in 24)hour laobra* 
tory operations before the concept became 
more popular elsewhere. The longer shift is also 
being utilized by Ihc rubber and petrochemical- 
industries and nursing profession, 

The Illinois Mutual Life and Casualty Co. or 
Peoria originally tried a 4'4-day week during its 
summer months and in 1979 went to theschcdule 
on a yca^around-basls. The 210 employees put 
in a 37'/i>-hour week, working only a half day 
Friday but starting earlier each day and taking 
a shorter lunch break. 

The R.J. Frisby Manufacturing Co., a pro- 



ducer of precision screw machine products 
located in Elk Grove Village. III.. Implemented 
a four-day workweek for its production 
ctnpioyces 10 years ago after Prlsby, the 
company founder and president, read an article 
about the compressed workweek option. 

The work schedule, 'which is still not available . 
to the firm's, administrative personnel, has 
resulted in some savings for thc firm, such as 
lower shift start-up costs, although the main 
benefit is Imnrovcd morale and cfflclGncy. 

"Krom the standpoint that wc don't have all 
the lights on, there probably are some economic 
advantages. But I think It's more indirect. ' 
People perceive this as an extra benefit that 
they wouldn't get someplace else. It's affected 
overall efficiency and prefitabillty," said Tim 
Frisby, vice president and general manager.

VICTORIA (UPI) - British Col- 
umbia officials are considering a 
$2.3-bllllon proposal from a con- 
sortium of three companies to export 
surplus natural gas to Japan. 

The Rim Gas Project, submitted to 
the energy ministry by Pctro Canada 
Exploration Inc., Westcoast 
Transmission Co. Ltd. and Mitsui and 
-Co, Ltd., would involve building a ' 
479-kiIomcler natural gas pipeline,- a 
liquefaction plant and terminal and 
three liquid nalural gas tankers. 

Project program director Robert 
Dimbark said $370 million would be 
spent on a three-year exploration 
program In British Columbia. 

The pipeline would hook up to iffi .. 
existing pipeline running from the 
northeastern part of the province to- - 
the Vancouver area. The proposed 
addition would Join the existing pipe- 
line near Prince George and extend 
westward to the coast. 

Dunbark said the preferred termi- 
nal location was Bish Cove south of 
Kitimat, B.C. Some 33 sites had been 
examined. 

"We have carried out, an extensive 
appraisal of the benefits that would . . 
' accrue from the sale of the LNG to 
markets in Japan," said Dunbark. 
"That appraisal has indicated the 
RGP will- yield the highest economic 
rent over Its life of any of the irthei^ 
alternative uses of the gas." 

The volume to be exported dally, 270 
million cubic feet, would come 
primarily from B.C. gas fields. 3ut it 
ml^t be supplemented by natural 
gas from Alberta if necessafy, DulF' 
bark said.

- Galr Acord, executive director' of 
' the association, said sheep-losses to 

coyotes have increased steadily 8lnce_ 
the poison was bamied and stockmen ' 
are now losing between 13.9 million 
and SS million annually depending on 
the price of lamb, 

- Acord said coyote losses amounted 
to 16 percent of the cn^ in 1978, 18 
percent in 1979 and Ifrpercent In 1980. 

"And 1981 spring reports suggest, 
even greater losses this year," he 
said. 

The woolgrowers, be said, support a 
U.S. Fish and WildUfe Service requesU 
for limited use of 1080, which was 
banned by presidential order in 1972 
because of environmental concerns. 

The Wildlife Service has asked the 
Environmental Protection Agency to 
allow use of the iMlson la special 
sheep collars whloi would kill only 
predators who attacked the sheep. 

But Acord said the Wildlife Service 
needs to go further. He sold the 
woolgrowers would like to see renew* 
ed use of 1080 in drop baits. 

Acord said the proposed collars 
would be prohibitively expensive for 
Utah stockmen who lend to run 
extremely large flocks of sheep. Some 
Utah ranchers, he said, have 10,000 
sheep or more. 

"If you have to pay J15 per sheep for 
a collar, it eats up your profits," he 
said. 

He disputed claims by 
environmentalists that the poison kills 
other animals, such as eagles, when it 
is used in bail.

by 1080 to gel a lethal dose. 

The Utah Humane Society earlier 
condemned the Fish and Wildlife 
proposal, charging that the poison 
does pose a threat (o animals other 
than predators. The society, said it 
supports coyote control, but through 
means other than poison or the 
practice of denning - killing coyote 

- pups in their dens. - 

- Acord said some Utah sheepmen 
have tried other ways (o control 

*' coyotes, such aT hunting and using 
guard dogs. But they don't work as 
well as the poison. 

"We've looked at guard dogs but 
tbey have not bcCn used successfully 
given the nature of our ranges. When 
the sheep are spread out It would take 

. awholelotoldogstoguardthem,"he 
said. 

"Because of the type of range we 
have, we can't heni them up and 
confine them. That would be hard on 
the land and the sheep. You have to 
have a relatively confined herd for 
any of th'Keblher methods lo work:"

China in line for record harvest 



PEKING (UPI) - Despite flood 
and drought, China is on target for a 
record 1981 harvest that will probably 
force a reduction in grain Imports 
next year. Western agricultural 
analysts said Friday. - 

Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping has 
told visitors in recent weeks that 
China's agricultural outlook is 
excellent and the projections bear out 
his statement that the new individual 
Incentives introduced In the 
countryside are spurring production. 



The analysts estimated that China's 
harvest will total 334 million tons of 
grain, potatoes and soybeans, up from ■ 
the previous record ol 3^.5 million 
tons in 1979. 

"Our feeling is that It'sjgolng to be 
above Itie record," one analyst said. 

The 334 million ton figure is the first 
reliable estimate to emerge showing a 
record. 

Soybeans are projected at roughly 8 
million tons, up from last year's 7.S 



million. Rice is put at 144 million tons 
compared with i43.7mllllon last year. 
But wheat Is off at 57.5 million tons vs. 
62.7 million lnl9S0. 

The foreign analysis said the record 
1381 crop will provide sufficient 
foodstuffs to spare China from having 
to expand food Imports during the 
first part of 1982. 

The Chinese are estimating tbey 
will Import about 11 million tons of 
grain In 1982, down from il.S million 
this year, the analysts said.

Despite heated rhetoric, Soviets say tKey 're ready to talk 

But public and private pronouncements by Soviet leadership still don't match

. MOSCOW — The Soviet Union is ready lo talk In 
good faith about nuclear arms reductions because 
l( now believes President .Reagan ls serious about 
disarmament, a Weilern diplomat said Frldav. 

The Soviet message, delivered privately to the 
diplomat, was also relayed to a group of visiting 
Americans who met with Soviet officials specializ- 
ing In^ast-Wcst relations, a rellat>le source said. 

Both signals from the Kremlin come just before 
the caning Monday of the U.S.-Sovlct negotiations 
on reductlonsof nuclear missiles In Europe. 

The private messages contrasted sharply with 
public statements by the Soviet news media — 
Intended for Soviet and European audiences — 



accusing the Reagan administration of seeking 
nuclear superiority. . , 

"I have raised this question with Soviets and the 
private response I get Is 'We're serious, we think 
you are serious, now let's get to talking'," said the 
senior diplomat, who aslccd not to be Identified. 

"Then there's the public drumbeat which Is, 'this 
Is outrageous what Reagan Is doing'," the diplomat 
said. ' ' ! . 

The diplomat said the Soviets to whom he spoke 
"havea role in the (Geneva) negotiations." ' 

Some U.S. members of the Dartmouth Confer- 
ence, a group of prominent Soviets and Americans 
who gather periodically to discuss East-West 
relations, . also were told of the Kremlin's con- 
fidence in Reagan's wllilnpess to talk in good faith 
on arms reductions. 



The Kremlin's apparent reappraisal of 
Washington's intentions follows Reagan's offer 
Nov. la to cancel deployment of 572 Pershing II and 
Cruise rhisslles in Europe If the Soviets would 
dismantle 250 SS-20 medium range nuclear missiles 
and 350 older SS-4 and SS-S.nuclear rockets. 

In keeping with the divergence between private 
and public Soviet statements,, the Tass news 
agency Friday said Reagan's proposal amounts to 
"virtually unilateral disarmament of the Soviet 
Union." 

Both American and Soviet olficiais have pre- 
dicted the Geneva talks will be long and difficult, 
given the icy relations that have formed between 
the two superpowers since the failure of the U.S. 
Senate to ratify the SALT II treaty and the Soviet 
Invasion of Afghanistan In December, 1979.

LONDON - 'America and Russia 
meet In Geneva Nov. 30, with anxious 
NATO allies on the sidelines, seeking 
to curb or even eliminate missiles that 
could be used to-fight a "limited" 
nuclear war in Europe. 

In setting out Washington's opening 
gambit, President Reagan urged 
Russia to Join the United States In 
ridding Europe of such weapons 
altogether. 

Moscow dismissed the suggestion 
as propaganda and sensationalism. 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev had 
warned in advance he would not 
accept such a proposal because he 
said It would be deliberately un- 
realistic. 

Unless the Soviet Union agrees to a 
settlement at Geneva, the United 
States "Will start deployment In 
Western Eun^ by 1983 of 572 
Pershing II and Tomahawk ground- 
launched cruise missiles. 

Reagan's offer to negotiate these 
medium-range missiles to zero corre- 
sponds with a stick-and-carrot 
approach adopted by the NATO allies 
In December 1979. They agreed they 
would. field the new weapons as a 
riposte to Soviet SS-20 missiles de- 
ployed against European targets, or 
remove the threat if Moscow dis- 
mantled Its missiles. 

".The.Sovlels would not even agree 
to negotiate until we decided to move 
ahead with our own deployments," 
U.S. Deputy Secretary of State 
Lawrence Eagleburger said recently. 
"The prospects for success depend, 
above all, on whether the Soviets 
'J)eIKS7e~us when we say that our 
program can be affected only as a 
result of en equal and verifiable arms 
control agreement." 

At first, Europe described the U.S. 
weapons as a guarantee that allied 
defense would remain "coupled". to 
America's strategic nuclear um- 
brella. But the realization grew that 
the presence of hundreds o( missiles 
limited In'-range if not In explosive 
yield poecd the risk of a superpower 
war fouj^t on European territory. 

Alarmed by the Reagan ad- 
ministration's antl-Sovlet stance and 
goaded by ban-the-bomb de* 
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monstrators in the streets, the allies 
urged America to try to negotiate 
European-based missiles to the "zero 
level," If the conditions were right. 

The Russians may be hoping that 
the anti>nuclear protest sweeping 
Europe wlll make It impossible for* 
governments to honor their pledges to ' 
have the new American weapons on 
their terrftory, and that the NATO 
deployment plan will collapse as a 
consequence. 

if the Geneva talks fall, the NATO 
countries will have to maintain their 
resolve during the six years it will 
take to deploy the 108 Pershlngs and 
464 cruises. 

"The Soviets have no higher goal 
than undoing the December 1979 de- 
cision, leaving themselves with an 
undeterred capability to wage or 
threaten nuclear war In Eurt^," 
Eagleburger said. 

Reagan's dramatic-soundlns pro- 



posal clearly was aimed at taking 
some of the heat, out of the anil- , 
nuclear movement, which NATO Sec- 
retary General Joseph Luns salfl is 
"directed and to a large extent fi- 
nanced by Moscow." 

But Reagan has to overcome skep- 
ticism among Eurt^ans about his 
sincerity as a peacemaker, although 
NATO governments wholeheartedly 
applauded his proposal. The hope is 
that the Soviet Union can be 
portrayed as the saboteur if the 
Geneva talks fall. 

The Soviets have been busy 
burnishing their Image as peacemak- 
ers — with considerable success 
among European public opinion, 
notwlUistandlng the discovery of a 
nuclear-armed Russian submarine In 
neutral Swedish waters. 

Visiting Bonn last week on his first 
trip to the West since his troops 
marched Into Afghanistan nearly two 
years ago, Brezhnev issued Moscow's 
counter to Reagan's call for a "zero 
oi)tion." : 

If Reagan accepted a moratorium 
on the deployment and production of 
new missiles and the modemlzatlon'of 
existing ones, Brezhnev said, the So- 
viet Union would remove "hundreds . 
rather than dozens" of Its missiles 
from the European part of Russia as a 
"gestureof good will." 

NATO governments long have rc- 
, Jccted" the siren appeal of a 
moratorium on the ground It would 
lock the Soviet Union into a position of 
superiority. 

Nor would the Western allies be 
likely to go along with the nmouaUf 
Soviet intermediate-range m^slles to 
a position behind the .Urals moun- 
tains, because most of Eun^ Gtlll 
would be within their range. 

Nevertheless, 'senior U.S. ad- 
ministration officials cautiously 
welccomed Brezhnev's proposal as a 
step in the right direction. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, who first suggested back in 
1977 the idea of deploying new Ameri- 
can missiles in Western Europe, came 
away from his talks with Brezhnev 
convinced that the Soviet leader de- 
sired an agreement at Geneva Just as 
much as Reagan.' 

Yet Schmidt saw little hope of 
agreement on the basis of the max-

Viola, a 57-year-old retired general who smoked' 
thrccpacks of American cigarettes a day before 
suffering cardio-vascular problems In early Nov- 
ember, recently steppM down on a lemporaiy basis '

Interior Minister Horaelo L4endo, a moderate 
general who has conducted the military regime's 
talks with political parties on a return to democra- 
cy, took over as Interim president a little over a 
week ago.. 

The day before Llendo took office, in a strategy 
meeting of a major grain exporting company, the 
executives of the company agreed that Viola would 
not return. 

"Galtierl will take over In mid-[>ecember," one of 
the grain company executives said. 

Political observers sat^ that If Galtteri does take 
over; ttist .ihQ S5-ycar-«id OD^maiKllng genera), a 
husky, 6-toot-tall career'aTflcer, would attempt to 
have a "strong presidency^" holding onto his army 
Job. 

Under the present ruling, guidelines of the mili- 
tary junta, drawn up when the armed forces ousted

Eight mercenaries captured 
for Seychelles Islands coup^ 



• JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (UPI) - Police 
In the Seychelles said Saturday they had captured 

vClghf members of the South African mercenary 
force that staged an Ill-fated mini-Invasion, appar- 
ently motivated by rumors of a rich oil find. 

An around-the^rlock curfew on the Seychelles' 
capital Islhnd of Mohe was lifted for three hours to 
allow residents to shop for food. , 

But hundreds of tourists, stranded following 
Thursday ni^t's battle at the airport, remained in 

^'their hotels as soldiers continued the search tor an 
estimated 40 to 50 mercenaries still at large. 
. Reportedly disguised as rugby players, some 100 

.mercenaries landed on Mahc Thursday aboard a 
regularly sdieduled Air Swazl flight in what police 
called a "bargain basement" Invasion financed by 
'^American and South African business Interests. 

- .In the fighting that ensued around the airport, an 
undisclosed number of the mercenaries were killed 

'while 44 others escaped by hijacking an Air India 

'4ctllner to Durban, South Africa, where they were 
arrested. 't . 

■ The rest of the force -mosUy South Africans but 
"also said to Include some Americans - dispersed 
and escaped icross the hilly Island. Police said the 
hunt for them would continue. They face a trial for 
treason and the death penally if convicted. 

Officials said they found British, American and. 
South African passports and old Rbodeslan army 
identification papers scattered among belongings 
/•the attackers left behind. 



"There have been strong rumors JtMsiness 
circles here that oil has been found onshore." a 
spoltesman for the socialist government of Presi- 
dent Albert Rene said in a tel^one interview. 

"This could have been one of the main factors in 
trying to bring down the government with 
mercenaries," the spokesman Sdid. 

Residents of Vlcloria, Ihe capital of the chain of 85 
Islands l,OO0 miles off the East African coast, said 
in telephone Interviews that the streets were calm. 
The airport, badly damaged in the fighting, re-

In South Africa, which has denied Involvement In 
the Invasion, the mercenaries face a maximum 
penalty of 30 years imprisonment on air piracy 
charges. In the Seychelles, they would face execu- 
tion for high treason, 

The coup attempt was the second since Rene 
came to power In 1977 - also through a coupa year 
after Independence.

The latest 
attempt to oust Rene- was dubbed the "bargain 
basement coup" by South African police because of 
eadi of the mercenaries was reportedly advanced 
only *l,000 for his part in it.

"The vote showed the country 
did not want the present gov- 
ernment." said Labor leader Bill 
Rowling, who had attacked 
Muldoon's government for failing

. "I am sad that New Zealand 
finds Itself In this critical election 
without a government because 
that Is what has happened." 

Pre-etectlon polls predicted 
that Labor would win the elec- 
tion; but provincial towns that 
were vital to the opposition's 
effort to unseat the prime 



minister stayed with the Nalional 
Party. 

Labor also was undercut by the 
SCP, a right-wing splinter group 
that siphoned oft some of the 
antl-Muldoon voles. 

Observers said the gov 
emment's strong showing in 
rural areas was portly at- 
-Iributable to the controversial 
rugby tour eartier this year by 
(he South African Springboks. 

Rural New Zcalandcrs have an 
almost religious devotion lo the 
sport and they supported the tour 
, while many urban dwellers op-

The election results raised the 
possibility that Labor and (he 
SCP would unite lo force a new 
election by blocking Muldoon- 
sponsored legislation.
